The Usual Crowd of Fakir* and 'Their 


Curious Ways. The Large Aggrega- 


tion of Trotting Stock. Un 


Incomplete Display. 


The thirty-sixth annual cattle phow and 


fair qf the Hoosae Valley Agricultural so- 
ciety began auspiciously this morning. 
The weather was all thatcoulcj be desired. 
Whatever threatening indications there 
were rapidly dissolved under Wje hottest 
sun of a week and good weather for the 
entire three days was presaged- Early, 
though slowly, the people began to head 
to the fair ground. The road fo,r most of 
the forenoon was lined with lowing cattle 
and had running over it' the regular nuar 
ber of wagons, tue drivers of which 
shouted the well known and often heard 
cry of "This way to the fair grounds 
Ouly ten cents." 


The scene upon the ground! was not BO 


animated in the early hours as it has been 
on previous years, but no1 one doubted 
that the fair would surpass ijll former 
ones.. The "fakirs" were present 
in 


force, but had little audience to play 
upon. There were gathered 'there, if 
their owners could be believed, the great- 
estwondersof theworld. One man'scry in 
evidence of this was, " The real, only, liv- 
ing and original lady photoijrajHieroi'the 
world." 
There were just five ten tain 


which you could have your face trans 
figured on tin-type plate if iyon conld 
withstand the etherizing that entrance to 
one of the tents made unavoidable. 
Sherry's working world was iu; progress; 
there were games galore and » big tent 
was rapidly being raised to cov^r a set of 
performers that were "the most enter- 
taining to be found." Men lay fey around 
hammering often-used tables 
together 


and women sewed ripped canvasses and 
tended to the baby besides. 


A love feast between two fakirs attracted 


the few that were around the feir house, 
for the language of these men was more 
artistic than any display upon the fair 
bouse walls. The most daring itrtist bad 
not given his canvasses such high coloring 
as wae occasionally thrown into that mass 
of verbiage. At that early hour, say 10 
o'clock, the exhibits at tbft fair house 
were few. The produce exhibit was very 
thin and the usual amount ;-of ^ household 
articles had not arrived. Additions were 
arriving and former years wiQ be equalled 
probably, if not surpassed. "The art work 
was not so profuse and the exhibit of 
flowers was rather light. 


The stables were interesting. Man well 


acquainted with the history of the fair 
said, there never was such an aggregation 
of-Jast horses -as there t iaSfefefc 'year. 
Almost every stable wad occupied and 
there was hustle and bustle around them. 
The track was being used considerably 
and there were some jrery lively spurts. 
A small number gathered'to be enter- 
tained with these unannounced perform- 
ances. 


The horse stables were, not the only 


stables on the ground. Near to the en- 
trrnce was a picket-fence like enclosure 
labelled, "Bicycle stable." ,There was a 
man in attendance who did not seem to 
realize the ludicrous sign under which he 
did business. No effort was made to find 
how well the steeds were rubbed down 
nor if tufficient fodder was kept in stock. 
It is presumed these things were well 
attended to. 


There were a few agricultural imple- 


ments on exhibition, but hardly enough 
to equip a Florida mountain farm. To 
this exhibit as to the others there were 
constant additions being made. 


The exhibit of cattle and poultry was 


up to the standard. A. G. Nichols had on 
exhibition- five pens of very fine Ply- 
mouth rocks. The clean pens helped 
much to show, the beauty of the fowls. 
E. L. Burgess of Hoosick Falls, N. Y., had 
probably the largest exhibit of fowls. He 
had twenty-five entries. The most im- 
portant of tne exhibit was Indian games, 
buff Wyandottes, buff Plymouth rocks and 
buff leghorns, pekin ducks, rose comb, 
white and brown leghorns. 
He had 


many varieties of the different breeds and 
had about fifty fowls in all. P. P, Par- 
quette of Williamstown had a good 
exhibit of tame German rabbits and black 
and tan dogs. He had besides redcap 
chickens, black Minorcas, buff cochin 
bantams, black P. P.'s and carrier 
pigeons. George Northrup of Cheshire 
had white Wyandottes. F. M. Waters of 
Adams had black Minorcas, buff cochin 
batams, black red bantams and red pile 
bantams. Edgar Frink had rabbits and a 
very good exhibit, too. 


Frank J. Raskins had a good exhibit of 


thoroughbred Jerseys. He had four cows, 
one heifer and two calves and one stock 
cow and calf, one grade heifer and fat 
cow. 
Lant Hopkins of Blackinton had 


grade Holsteins and calves and grade 
Ayershires. Colonel Potter's fine Jerseys 
attracted much attention. 
L. F. Whit- 


comb, of Florida had fourteen Guernseys 
on exhibition which made a good show- 
ing. S. A. Hickoz had twenty-nine Jer- 
seys on exhibition and as usual had the 
largest exhibit. The first division had a 
herd of eight cows, the second was eight, 
one and two-years-old with sire, the 
third was a division of milch cows, the 
fourth was two-years-old that had calf. 
There were two other divisions of the one 
and two-years-olds of thoroughbreds. 
Besides these were thoroughbred cow and 
best cow with progeny. He had a fine 
thoroughbred bull, Bachelors Prince, 
which is as fine an animal as there is in 
the state. A D. Phelps of Williamstown 
had a fine herd pf a dozen Holsteins, full 
bred. 


George Fields had an exhibit of South- 


down sheep. N. B. Baker of Savoy had an 
exhibit of Shropshires. John A. Torrey 
of Williamstown and George W. Sweet of 
South Williamstown had Southdonns, 
too. The sheep exhibit was small, but 
up to noon time animals were arriving. 
There were very little swine and what 
there was had not been put in pens before 
12 o'clock. There were some yokes of 
oxen. 


The cattle exhibit was very late of be- 


ing arranged, so late that the judging of 
it had to be deferred until the afternoon. 
Henry Van Deaer of CobbleskiU, N. Y., is 
judge of cattle. He has been -judging cat- 


tle for twenty years and will attend SIX' 
teen fairs this season. W. C. Patrick ot 
Cobbleskill.'N. Y., is the judge of fowl«. 
Mr. Patrick is a young man, a student at 
Cornell university, but considered one of 
the best judges of fowls in New York 
State. 


At 12 o'clock there was much store life 


on the grounds, spectators begau to ar- 
rive and •matters began to assume shape. 
The hall exhibit was far from being com- 
plete at that time -and will hardly 
be m good shape until tomorrow. The 
women of .the Methodist church served 
dinner in the dining hall.

THE ARTESIAN WELLS. 


There is probably unnecessary solicitude 


•bout the effect of the artesian water upon 
the health of this town. This water has 
been drank here* for many years, and, 
although there has been more or less 
speculation about its occasioning illness, 
there has never been any convincing evi- 
dence that it has done this. The dry 
period in summer when this water has 
been most in use, is the time when the 
diseases it has been suspected of aggravat- 
ing, if not of causing, would most prevail 
from other causes, and it way be wholly 
these other causes, and not at all the ar- 
tesian water, that has caused them. At 
all events there has been nothing to prove 
the contrary to this possibility. 


Neither is the fact that the wells and 


damp places in tbe swamp become dry 
when the artesian wells are drawn upon a 
reason for believing the artesian water to 
be impure, because the long distance 
through the ground this water must pass 
to supply the artesian wells would be a 
filter and eliminator of what impurities it 
might have originally. 


Besides this, the artesian water has been 


analyzed, every year we think, by expert 
chemists at the instance of successive ; 
boards of health, and its tests have always , 
proven sattefactoryand tt« analysis that 
of a healthful and desirable drinking 
water, so that the present test gives a re- j 
Bult contradictory to all the others. 


And this may be due to the sample of 


water analyzed not having been taken 
from the pumping station but from some 
cither contaminating source. In favor of 
this possibility is the statement as it 
comes to us that the well attendants do 
not know of any water being taken from 
this pumping station. This, of course, is 
not conclusive of the fact that it was not 
to taken, still, in the absence of a state- 
ment that it was, it leaves tbe source of 
the tested sample in doubt. 


Under all the circumstances, caution, 


but not alarm, would seem the wise -feel-' 
ing for this town. It is not much trouble 
to boil all water used for drinking, and at 
this season such care is undoubtedly wise, 
even without the suspicion now resting 
upon the artesian wellr. But it wil" surely 
be very strange if all the past teats of the 
water have been misleading, or if the arte- 
sian water this season should differ so 
largely from its past composition. 


NOT A CANDIDATE. 


Contrary to general expectation tha 


TBANBCRIPT is authorized to state today 
that George A. Hastings will not be a 
candidate for member of the legislature. 
Mr. Hastings had been looked upon as 
not only a probable candidate, but a very 
strong one for the Republican nomination 
for representative to the General Court 
until last evening when he gave it out to 
his friends that he had withdrawn from 
tbe field.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


New England Experienced Great Cli- 


matic Changes the Past Week. 


Heavy Frost In Boms of the 


Northern Districts. 


Heavy Rain In Some Places, While Others 


Suffer from Drought 


BOSTON,^ Sept. 17.— The United States 


board of agriculture, In co-operation with 
the New "England weather bureau, issues 
tho following bulletin for the week ending 
Sept. 16: 


The weather In Mow England during 


the past week has been one of extremes, 
both In temperature and lu the severity of 
local stonus Tho first part of the week 
high temperature prevailed, with severe 
looal storms, and in the 'lost part un- 
usually cold weather, with heavy frosts in 
most low lands. The heaviest frost was 
on the morning of the 18th. at Northfield, 
Vt. 
The weather bureteu observer re- 


ported a temperature of 26°, and all grow- 
ing crops killed. At Concord, Maes , tho 
grass thermometer registered 27.7". A 
good many sections escaped damage, es- 
pecially In the south, and crops were so 
generally harvested everywhere that no 
serious injury has been reported. Un- 
usually heavy local storms moved across 
centra,! >iaw England on the afternoon 
and evening of the llth, and much dam- 
age resulted by lightning, wind and hail. 
The storm assumed tornado-like severity 
across the Connecticut valley aud off the 
eastern coast of Massachusetts. At Am- 
herst, Mass., a wind velocity of aver 90 
miles an heur was recorded.

Inches of rain "fell there in SO minutes. 
At Concord, Mass , .46 inch of rain fell in 
five minutes, as recorded by a registering 


Water Still law. 


The showers have been very favorable in 


Maine, and hsrs benefited the ground 
very much, but wells and streams continue 
low. Warm weather prevailed the first of 
the week and cold nights and frosts at the 
end. 
Crops are well along, and although 


tt good many forage plants and some corn 
were damaged, the majority of them are 
gathered, or out of the way of damage. 
One correspondent In Aroostook county 
states that potatoes have rotted very badly 
and it is supposed the decay was caused by 
the long spell of warm, dry weather. One 
generally think* of potatoes rotting worse 
with wet weather, other conditions being 
equal, and it will be Interesting to know 
If the experience of other observers U the 
same. Phosphate* Helped Potatoes 


The frost was severe in all vall»ys In 


New Hampshire on the morning of the 
15th, and in many places It killed every- 
thing unprotected. It is not thought that 
apples have been injured to any extent. 
There were heavy showers on the 9th to 
13th, and sufficient rain fell in most sections 
to wet up the top of the ground. It is too 
dry for plowing in northern sections, but 
grass seed recently sown has started weU 
with the showers and warm weather. The 
nujJort fron*3$BO college -at Durham states 
thfrt {Kxutoosane rotting badly in places; 
and {specially late ones, unless they were 
sprayed. One correspondent in' Belknap 
county reports that potatoes are rotting 
badly son mamiredJand, while where phos-

The correspondent 
at Morrlsviile states that winter apples are 
decaying bad'y, and that he 1s unable to 
account for It. Externally they appear all 
right, but when opened are worthless. 


Good Harvest Weather. 


Enough rain has fallen In most parts of 


Massachusetts to greatly benefit growing 
crops and newly seeded pieces, but not 
enough to fill up wells and springs to any 
extent, 
though 
there Is no extreme 


scarcity of water in any place. 
The 


weather has been generally favorable for 
ripening and harvesting crops, and the 
time has been so well improved that a 
comparatively small amount of damage 
resulted from the frosts of the last of tho 
week. Cuiumbers for pickles _ and other 
tender gwden crops were damaged, and 
In low places uncut corn was injured and 
other unrfpe crops considerably Injured. 
Cranberries on bogs thai could not be 
flowed wer"e Injurad to some extent. Cran- 
berry picking is going <on rapidly under 
fiivoia'Je conditions. The fruit ls ripen- 
ing slowly. 
The thunder, wind and hall 


storm of the llth did considerable damage 
In tho west central part of the state es- 
pecially. 
Much glass -was broken and 


fruit tress extensively damaged. Much of 
the corn is eut and shocked 
Potatoes are 


being dug, and, though rotting, only one 
correspondent remarks that they are rot- 
ting seriously; 
he is in 
Hampshire 


county. 
A Dry State. 


Very little rain has fallen in any eoc- 


tion of Rhode Island during the week, 
and in places none at all. The weather has 
been vefy favorable for harvesting crops,' 
and the time has been well improved. 
Cprn is generally cut and Is curing well. 
Light frosts were general on the Iftch and 
16th, but no damage has been reported. 


Water t» Scarce. 


In places In Connecticut the shower of 


the night of the 9th was severe and some 
damage was done, but generally little or 
no rain has fallen, and the ground is 
greatly in need of water. In the northwest- 
ern cuuutiei, and In the adjoining section 
of New York, the drought is severe— water 
is getting scarce, pastures are very short,' 
recently B&WB grass and grain seed sprouts 
very slowly and unevenly and apples are 
dropping. The crops have ripened very 
fast, though, and there Is generally an 
early harvest. 'Corn is reported out fully 
d week earlier than the average, and silos 
•re being rapidly (Hied. No great amount 
of damage has bean reported from the 
frost, although it was general In all low 
lands. Some late corn and buckwheat 
wore damaged, and tender garden crops 
killed. The peach crop la being gathered, 
and the Quality is good.
